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Continuation of 3c. In the response to the Final Office Action (12/9/2004), the applicant argues that McKenzie reference fails to disclose 
that a filter is disposed on a guidewire. The examiner, respectfully, disagrees. The phrase, "a vascular filter having a blood permeable 
element disposed on a guidewire" in the claim is broad enough to mean that a filter (10, fig. 9 of McKenzie) is contacts or is disposed on 
or attached on a guidewire (100). In response to applicants' arguments, regarding the McKenzie reference that supposedly fails to 
disclose the catheter includes a bent tip that partially occludes the catheter lumen. The examiner respectfully disagrees. In fact, the 
distal end of the catheter (110) comprises a bent tip (at the distal end of the curve 110, fig. 9) with a rounded profile, where the bent tip 
can partially occlude the lumen. Therefore, claims 1,21 and 30 of the invention are not defined over the McKenzie reference. 
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
